“The main point I wish to 
emphasize is that a lot of 
women who support the bill 
believe it is simply an equal 
pay bill.

1972,” she said. 
She mentioned that many 
Christian women dislike the 
bill because of many bur­ 
dens it places on women 
such as the draft, the right to 


keep children in case of 
divorce, women’s right to 
privacy and laws which 
protect only women against 
sex crimes. She said she 
believes it is primarily the 
Christian women who are

“ The move has turned out 
great,” says Jim Cullum, the 


young 
coronetist

founded the band in 1962 
along with his late musician 
father. “ We play to good 
crowds five nights a week. 
Jazz is coming into its own. 
“ And it isn’t just in San 


Antonio. I understand the 
same thing is happening all 
over the country.’ 
Known as “ The Landing,” 
C ullum ’s 
300-seat 
jazz 
basement has supplanted the 
basement of the high-rise 
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Nix Hospital as the stomping 
ground for the Happy Jazz 
Band, 
serving 
as 
an 
example, Cullum says, of the 
national rejuvenation of 
jazz. 
“ Young people today are 
tiring of hard rock and going 
back to good old jazz music 
— in all its forms. It isn’t just 
nostalgia, 
either. 
They’re 
getting real kicks,’’ Cullum 
said. 
Cullum, 33. began his 
musical career at age 13 on a
